The Senior Staff at its meeting on September 18, in connection 
with a review of the Status of Projects, agreed that (1) a new 
national intelligence estimate on Iran would be desirable (2) 
the Senior State Member should explore the practicability of a 
report on “Current United States Policy Toward Iran” to supersede 
NSC 107/2 pending subsequent review of long-range policy toward 
Iran (3) the Senior Staff should discuss the subject again at an 
early meeting on the basis of the Senior State Member *s recommen- 
dations.
